Radical Charges Will Be Made in 


Wheeling Directorate. 


PENNSYLVANIA~~MONEY IN IT

GoaM Was First. 


"When the May meeting of the 
board of directors of the Wheeling & 
Lake Erie railway has, been held it 
will be seen, if current report is to be 
credited, that a majority of the stock- 
holders will represent the Gould syn- 
dicate," says the Cleveland Leader. 
"One or -two directors will repre- 
sent the Cleveland syndicate, which 
originally purchased the property,and 
tbe others will represent the Pennsyl- 
vania railroad. 
At the same time it 
is most- likely that the official an- 
nouncement wilt be made that the 
Wheeling company has gained en- 
trance into Pittsburg and the big Car- 
negie steel works, and also that it is 
the intention to build an extension 
into the West Virginia coal fields. 
"A short time ago there was a Hurry 


in Wall street over the report that 
the Pennsylvania was trying to buy 
the Wheeling company. At that 
time it had been established that the 
Wabash railroad had a bond-fide con- 
tract with the Carnegie Steel compa- 
nj to cairy 25 per cent of the pioo uct 
of the Cainegie' mills and that it was 
behind the Pictsburg 
& Carnegie 
railroad, which had been given a 
Franchise to build a line from Pitts- 
burg to Miiigo Junction. 
"The Pennsylvania officials knew 
that 
the 
Wabash 
people 
had 
been dealing with the Wheeling com- 
pany with the 
end 
IE view 
of 
establishing a traffic agreement that 
thesteeel pioduct- might be shipped 
from the Patsburg & Carnegie rail- 
road over the Wheeling tn the Wabash 
line at Toledo. In order to p<- vent 
such a traffic agreement being effect- 
ive the Pennsylvania people wen* up- 
on the open market at New York and 
sought to buy enough stock to insure 
them the control of tbe "Wheeling & 
Lake Erie. They succeeded in buying 
a Urge block of stock, but before they 
obtained A control they came against 
a solid blocn of stock that was locked 
up and not to be had. All efforts to 
buy more weie of nu avail 
"It became known that this stock 
was lu thfc hdDds of Colonel Myron T. 
Hernck, with the understanding thar 
he was acting for George Gould in a 
very large measure. 
'•That A big chdQge in tbe director- 
ate of the Wheeling & Lake Erie is 
pending ib evidenced by A number ol 
things

toiun to the May meeting and stop 
thfcie. K it is 6>did that tbe Gould in- 
fluence wui cause d big change in the 
directorate with Pennsilvanu men 
being placed on the L>oard to loot dltei 
the capital thatpiupeity has invested 
"Thio gives dSMirani^e 
that the 
Wheeling will h<ne an entiaiice as 
soon as tiie new line 110.11 Mingo Junc- 
tion can be built, directly to Pitth 
burg, and also assures that the road 
will have imancial support to permit, 
it to build the much coveted dnision 
into the West Virginia co.il fields, 
which is to be done through the Adc- 
na railroad, which was but recently 
incorporated. 
"It is the purpob e of Mr Gould to 


foim a southwestern system, of which 
the Missouri, Kansas and Te-ais will 
be a pare, jnd also the Wheeling, the 
latter being The eastern extension 
This s\stem gives the Wheeling an 
added eastern importance, as it will 
be the leedei out of Pittsburg for all 
of the lines comprised m a Ireighi 
way. 
"In all of this talk little is being 
said of the plan of operating the 
Wheeling, and it is not known wheth- 
ent will retain its identity or become 
an integral part of the 
Wabas>h sys- 
tem. In is safe, however, to presume 
that the former statement more near- 
ly represents, the possibilities."

Confession of Murder Wliile In the 
Tombs to One of the Attorneys For 
the Defeune—Developments In U»e

Ne-9* York, April 10.—Walter O. 


Wethevbee, clerk in the Swenson bank, 


i was examined at the hearing concein- 
mg tlie death ol William Marsh 
Rice, the Texas millionaire. 
Welb.- 


erbee was one of the witnesses to the 
will of 1896. According to testimony 
given at this hearing by Valet Jones, 
Patrick urged Jones to try and get 
Wetherbee to witness a will which he 
contemplated forging, before he drew 
up the so-called "Patrick will." Ac- 
cording to Jones,_ W_etherbee^ refused 
to be a party to the contemplated 
fraud, but was nevertheless made a 
beneficiary to the "Patrick will." as 
an inducement for himself to keep 
secret the fact that he had been ap- 
proached 
in. the matter. 
Witness, 


after testifying that he was familiar 
with the handwriting of the late Mr. 
Rice, branded the Patrick will, the 
125,000 check, the general assign- 
ments and the cremation letter as 
forgeries. 


A feature of the examination of 


Jones was a line of questioning that 
led up to a heated scene between At 
torney Moore, who represents Lawyer 
Patrick, and Assistant District Attor- 
ney Osborne. The cause of the dis- 
pute was Mr. Osborne's success in 
wringing from Valet Jones certain 
testimony against Patrick. Frederick 
House is one of Patrick's lawyers. 
Previous to Jones' turning state's evi- 
dence Mr. House represented 
the 


valet also. By a ruling of the court 
Mr. Osborne was allowed to ask the 
witness what he and Patrick had told 
their lawyer at the first interview in 
the Tombs. Jones replied that it was 
a complete confession of murder, dif- 
fering not at all from his story at the 
healing. 
During all the long cross- 


examination 
of Jones. Mr. Moore 


made it apparent that his sledge-ham- 
mer questions were all directed at one 
point. - He sought to show that Jones' 
Btory was concocted at the instigation 
of some ot the men interested in dis- 
proving the second Rice will. He laid 
special stress on Jones' conversations 
with Captain Baker, executor of the 
first will. The cross-examination was 
full 
of insinuations and recrimina- 


tions.

of the German press. The Frelsinnige 
Zeitung, Herr Richter's organ, says: 
"For the moment the situation U 
eased, and the conclusion of peace is 
hastened; but. so far as the future is 
concerned, the situation is rendered 
more complicated, for, as soon as the 
allied torces are withdrawn, the mil- 
itary superiority of Russia will be* 
come overwhelming for C_ina. who 
will probably grant Russia 
better 


terms than now. when she is upheld 
by the allies. While war between 
Russia and Japan is now deferred, 
their conflicting interests remain re- 
garding north China, and it is possi- 
ble that war will break out between 
them soon after peace with China is 
signed." 


The Vossische Zeitung, which sees 


a Russian diplomatic defeat in Rus- 
sia's abandonment of the Manchurian 
convention, says: "It must have been 
hard for Count Lamsdorff to instruct 
the Russian ambassadors to that ef- 
fect, especially since Russia had from 


1 the start followed the policy of ren- 
j dering a diplomatic settlement in Pe- 
king as difficult as possible, and of 
' doing everything to stiffen the back- 
bone of China against the allies, par- 
ticularly in the matter of the with- 
drawal of the troops from the prov- 
ince of Chi-Li." 


Claims Cause Surprise. 


Washington, April 10.—The cabinet 


gave some attention to the subject of 
indemnity required of China. 
Great 


surprise ,was expressed at the enor- 
mous total of. claims. $500,000,00.0. 
Moreover, at least one of the powers 
insists on keeping the account open 
until it elects to withdraw entirely 
from Peking at a remyte 'date, to be 
fixed at its own will, thereby leaving 
the total of its claim to- be increased 
greatly hereafter. The opinion of the 
other cabinet officers completely ac- 
corded with that of Secretary Hay as 
to the desirability of securing a re- 
duction of the claims. 


His Own Fault. 


Berlin April 10.—The Lokal Anzel- 


ser publishes the following from its 
Peking correspondent: "M. Mergling 
of the Belgian legation has been ar- 
rested by German soldiers who were 
guarding the Ha-Tuh-Men gate, but 
it was his own fault, as he refused to 
obey instructions."

Mr. Hill says: "There is much 


unnecessary discussion about the 're- 
organization' of the Democratic party. 
The old rarty of Jefferson, Jackson 
and Tilden still lives, and is good 
enough for us. What we need is cour- 
age, patience, unity and aggressive- 
ness. Let us adhere to the old-fash- 
ioned principles of Democracy and the 
future will take care of itself." 


Crew Rescued. 


Baltimore, April 10.—The steamship 


State of Texas, which arrived here, 
had on board Captain Berry and the 
crew of six men of wrecked schooner 
Erie, picked up at sea last Sunday.
